Which her Daieltie lignifieth to all and ſinguler her louing 
ſubtects of this her Realine, tothe intent, that they, and euery of them, which hath cauſe oꝛ commandement to 
zppeare in any ol her highneſle courts at Meſtminſter, on, oꝛ at any day 02 time, from, and atter the ſaid Menſis 
vchzcts, may tary at their dwellings, oꝛ where their buſinelle otherwiſe halllye, without reſozting to any 
of the lud Courts fo: that cauſe,befo:e the ſaid returne of Craſtino Maryni next comming, and that without dan- 
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qerof loꝛleiture. penaltie, ozcontempt, to incurre towardes her Wateſtie in that behalfe, And neuertheleſle 
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yer pigbnes pleaſure is. that twookher Jultices, that is to ſay,of either bench one.ſhal the ſaid Menſis Michaelis, 
xcco:ding to the ancient oꝛder, adiourne her ſaid two Courts at Weſtminſter, at which day wꝛittes of adiourne- 
ment walde directed tothe (aide Juſtices , to adiourne the ſame, in and from the ſaid Menſis Michaelis, vntill the 
nd returne of Craſtino Martini, as befoze is ſaid: And her Maieſties pleaſure is. thatall matters cauſes a ſuites, 
depending in any of her other Courts betweenepartie and partie. as in her Highnes Courts of Chancerie,Starre 
amber and Exchequer, Courts of wards andliueries,and Duchie of Lancaſter, ſhallhaue continuance, a the

gt accuſtomed places at Weſtminſter, where her Dighneſſehath appointed ſuch officers and miniſters , as fo 
thatpurpoſe her Maieſtie hath thought erpedient., and there to pay, and doe in euery behalfe,as though no ſuch 
P:oclamation of adiournement had bene had oꝛ made, any thing mentioned in this Þzoclamation, oꝛ in any 
wit of adiournement tothe contrary, notwithſtanding. And her Highnes further pleaſure and commandement 

is, that all Sheriffes hall returne their wꝛittes and Pzoceſle againlt all ſuch accomptants and debters at the 
dares therein appointed. And if any perſon oꝛ perſons who ought to accompt oꝛ pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of 
money to her Maieſtie in any the ſaid Courts' places afozeſaid, do make default therein, That then her High⸗ 
e's P2ittes a Pꝛoceſſe ſhalbe awarded, and ſent tozth againſt eucry ſuch perſon and perſons, and the ſame to be 
duely and oꝛderly ſerued and returned by the Sheriffes and Officers thereunto appointed, in ſuch line manner 
and tozme as the ſame ſhould haue bene, if this pzeſent pꝛoclamation had not bene made. And ifany Sheriffe oz o⸗ 
ther Officer ſhall make default, oz benegligent in ſeruing,erecutingand return ng any the ſaid wꝛittes andP2o- 
elle afozeſaid: That then euery ſuch Sher ſie and other Officer ſhall incurre ſuch paines and penalties , as by 
the (aide Courts, 02 any ofthem chalbe taxed and aſſeſſed: willing and commanding all and euery her Maieſties 
Dheriffes,officers, miniſters and ſubiectes, to whom it doth oꝛ wall appertaine,toobſerue and keep their aſſem- 
blies and appearances, with all theirreturnes and certiũcats in her Highnelle ſaid Courts at Weſtminſter, in the 
lade teturne ol Craſtino Martini, nert comming, then and there with the fauour of God. to be holden a kept, 3 
dert to do their offices and dueties in euery behalte, in line maner a fozme as they ſhould oz ought to haue done, 
'this pzeſent Pzoclamationhad not bene had oꝛ made, as they will anſwere to the contrary at their perils,
